Protesters decry voting process

Halifax regional council 
was forced to take a brief 
recess last night after 
shouting erupted when 
they voted to ratify a repa¬ 
rations package for the 
former community of 
Africville. 

Council voted unani¬ 
mously to approve a deal 
for the historic black com¬ 
munity, razed in the 1960’s 
to make way for the MacK- 
ay Bridge. Details of the 
deal will be announced to¬ 
day. 

Denise Allen, a former 
Africville resident, at¬ 
tempted to interject before 
council’s vote. She claims 
the Africville Genealogy 
Society, the group that will 
oversee the use of the repa¬ 
rations money, is in con¬ 
flict with the law. 


• At a anti-racism rally yester¬ 
day in Halifax several people 
linked to Africville expressed 
their displeasure with the set¬ 
tlement. “They robbed us 
once. We don't want to be 
robbed twice," said former res¬ 
ident Wayne Dixon. He be¬ 
lieves the settlement doesn't 


Mayor Peter Kelly ad¬ 
journed council for five 
minutes, asking Allen to re¬ 
frain from interrupting. Af¬ 
ter appealing to Coun. Jer¬ 
ry Blumenthal, Allen and 
about 20 supporters left 
the meeting. 

“City council (is) enter¬ 
ing into an agreement with 
an organization that isn’t 
in compliance with the 
Joint Stocks Companies 
Act,” Allen told reporters.

Kelly will also offer an of¬ 
ficial apology to former 
residents and their descen¬ 
dants on behalf of council 
and HRM. 

“We’ve heard it time and 
time again that this has 
been an issue that should 
have been resolved, has 
not been resolved, and 
there is desire in the com¬ 
munity to resolve it,” Kelly 
said.

Hearing may

a Halifax man with 
manslaughter after a 48- 
year-old male was stabbed 
to death in Spryfield yes¬ 
terday. 

Police were called to the 
apartment building at 6 
Foxwood Terr, at 1:34 a.m. 
to discover Robert Douglas 
Payne of Halifax suffering 
from stab wounds. He was 
taken to hospital but later 
died. 

Another man in the 
apartment at the time was 
arrested without incident, 
and last evening the 28- 
year-old was charged with 
one count of manslaugh¬ 
ter. Michael Ells of Halifax 
will be in Halifax provin¬ 
cial court today to face the 
charge. 

“What we believe is this 
is not a random incident, 
both individuals involved 
are known to each other 
and that it doesn’t have 
any impact on anything 
else going on around the 
city,” said Halifax Regional 
Police spokesman Const. 
Brian Palmeter earlier in 
the day. 

“At this point, investiga¬ 
tors are speaking to wit¬ 
nesses and following other 
leads and shortly we’ll 
have some kind of resolu¬ 
tion one way or another.” 

Palmeter confirmed yes¬ 
terday afternoon the vic¬ 
tim was known to police 
but the person in custody 
was not. He wouldn’t say 
where the 911 call came 
from, saying it was part of 
the ongoing investigation. 

Resident Elaine Craw¬ 
ford said the man in cus¬ 


tody was slim with a “ner¬ 
vous shaky voice” who 
lived directly above her on 
the third floor. 

She said he’d borrowed a 
half-dozen potatoes from 
her earlier yesterday. 

Crawford said she heard 
a large thump from the 
man’s apartment, though 
she thought it was closer 
to 11 p.m. 

“I heard a real big 
thump, bang, boom. I 
thought, ‘Oh my God, that 
kid upstairs must be 
noisy,”’ she said. 

She said just before the 
sound she heard people 
running upstairs. 


Crawford said the young 
man had moved in three 
or four months ago. She 
said she had seen an older 
man in the male’s apart¬ 
ment the day before the 
stabbing and thought it 
might have been his fa¬ 
ther.

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Leaders agree

Ideas include posting receipts 
online, replacing review board

The three provincial party 
leaders emerged from a 
meeting of the minds late 
yesterday to announce 
sweeping changes to the 
MLA expense system. 

The leaders and chiefs of 
staff agreed on an NDP mo¬ 
tion requiring politicians 
to submit receipts for all 
expenses. Currently, an 
MLA can spend as much as 
$48,000 every year without 
presenting any 
receipts.

change presented by the 
opposition is to review 
salaries for constituency 
assistants. MLAs had been 
using expense accounts to 
pay bonuses to their CAs, 
but no one was making 
sure the appropriate de¬ 
ductions and taxes were 
paid. 

Premier Darrell Dexter 
said yesterday to fix that 
system, those employees 
will likely get a raise. 

“There’s certainly a feel¬ 
ing among the opposition 
leaders that it’s clear (assis¬ 
tants) work very long 


hours and need to be ap¬ 
propriately compensated 
for it,” Dexter said. 

The administrative unit 
to review processing of ex¬ 
penses will also be beefed 
up. 

All of this is expected to 
take place next Tuesday at 
the upcoming — and per¬ 
haps final — meeting of a 
group of MLAs known as 
the Internal Economy 
Board. 

The board traditionally 
met in secret to decide is¬ 
sues around political pay 
and expenses, 
but Dexter had 
previously said 
it will be 
opened up to 
the public and 
soon replaced 
with a public 
commission. 

Next Tues¬ 
day, the IEB will also re¬ 
ceive the preliminary re¬ 
port from Art Donahoe, 
who is looking in detail in¬ 
to expense-system reform. 

“There are some things 
that we agree need to be 
done immediately, so the 
best thing for us to do is 
act expeditiously,” said 
Dexter.

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NSP seeks nod 
for wind farm 
investment 

energy Nova Scotia Power 
is seeking approval for a 
$27.8-million investment 
in a wind farm planned 
for the Strait area in Cape 
Breton. 

The utility, a subsidiaiy 
of Emera Inc. has applied to 
the province’s Utility and 
Review Board for approval 
to partner with Renewable 
Energy Services Ltd. 

Last Februaiy, Nova Sco¬ 
tia Power signed a contract 
with the company to buy 
energy from a 22-megawatt 
wind farm to be built at 
Point Tupper. 

Renewable Energy Servic¬ 
es will build and operate 
the wind farm while Nova 
Scotia Power will buy 49 
per cent of the project. 

The wind farm, which is 
scheduled to come online 
this year, will produce 
enough energy to serve 
about 6,000 homes in No¬ 
va Scotia. 

Renewable Energy Serv¬ 
ices owns and operates 
turbines across the 
province in a number of 
communities and has two 
wind farms in 
development in Alberta.

Father of 7 says cross burners should feel full force of law

Shayne Howe doesn’t 
know who is responsible. 
He doesn’t know the 
thought process behind it, 
either. 

But the 31-year-old from 
Newport, Hants Co., said 
when the people responsi¬ 
ble for the lighting of a two- 
metre burning cross on his 
family’s front lawn get 
caught, they deserve to 
have the justice system 
come down hard on them 
— very hard. 

“I think they should get 
the maximum punish¬ 
ment,” Howe, a black man, 
told Metro in no uncertain 
terms yesterday. “No slap 
on the wrist. They deserve 
hard time.” 


While a few days have 
passed since Howe and his 
family looked outside their 
window after midnight 
Sunday to find a burning 
cross with a noose on it 
staring back at them, the 
impact of this disturbing 
incident still very much af¬ 
fects them. 

Besides the cross, Howe 
said a group of males out¬ 
side also shouted racial 
slurs at him when he went 
to investigate. 

Presently, Howe is keep¬ 
ing his kids out of school 
because, “I just feel safer 
right now to have them 
next to me.” He also is 
growing more suspicious 
this was in fact a hate 
crime, something police 
are looking into the possi¬ 
bility of. 

Howe said if it was a bad

joke, he’d expect those re¬ 
sponsible to have come for¬ 
ward by now and apologize.

Marchers 

protest Amidst the news 
of Africville reparations 
and a cross burning in 
Hants County, a rally 
against racism moved 
through downtown Hali¬ 
fax yesterday. 

Between 40 and 50 peo¬ 
ple, both black and white, 
took place in the march, 
waving signs and chanting 
demands for equality. The 
demonstration was to 
highlight an alleged lack of 
action on human rights 
complaints. 

It ended in front of city 
hall where Mayor Peter 
Kelly came out to the 
crowd to listen to organiz¬ 
er Charlie Adams speak on 
a megaphone. 

“Mr. Mayor we have come 
together today to request 


change from you, to help 
us,” said Adams. 

“Understand that your 
constituents are hurting. 
Understand that we have 
seen this all before with our 
forefathers.” 

Adams, a city building of¬ 
ficial, filed a human rights 
complaint two years ago al¬ 
leging nepotism, 

favouritism and discrimina¬ 
tion at his workplace. 

Adams said he hopes the 
rally will result in “more 
awareness to the injustices 
that are done every day 
and just a human aware¬ 
ness of people and the feel¬ 
ings of people.” 

Kelly then gave a brief ad¬ 
dress to the crowd. 

“We know that we have 
work to do. Nobody’s per¬ 


fect but we strive to be an 
inclusive workplace and 
we’ll continue to do the 


best job that we can to 
make sure that it’s full and 
complete,” he said. 


Several members of the 
crowd thanked Kelly for 
| coming out to speak to 
them. 

Many participants in 
the march said the mood 
was affected by the news 
of a cross burning outside 
the home of a black man 
and white woman near 
Windsor. 

“It does change the tone,” 
said Tammy Dixon, who 
brought her baby along to 
the march. 

“It’s a shame that that 
gentleman, Mr. Howe, now 
has to live in fear in his own 
home ... it puts a bad taste 
in your mouth that this is 
still going on, and not just 
in Nova Scotia but all over 
the world.”

Business tax cuts 
to stay: Officials 

Feds to look at spending cuts to rein in deficit 


Faced with skyrocketing 
debts, the federal Conser¬ 
vatives say they will begin 
cutting spending on 
government programs in 
the March 4 budget. But 
the massive corporate tax 
cuts that are deepening Ot¬ 
tawa’s deficit hole every 
year will not be touched, 
officials say. 

Despite a record annual 
budget deficit of $56 bil¬ 
lion, Finance Minister Jim 
Flaherty will look else¬ 
where to tiy to start put¬ 
ting the federal govern¬ 
ment’s financial house 
back in order. 

In fact, the government 
is expected to continue 
phasing in deeper business 
tax reductions over the 
next few years. 

In all, between 2008 and 
2014, these cuts are reduc¬ 
ing the cash-strapped fed¬ 
eral government’s tax take

by a cumulative $60 bil¬ 
lion. 

While these major tax 
savings for business have 
attracted little public atten¬ 
tion, they are an important 
factor in the financial mess 
that has arisen since Prime 
Minister Stephen Harper’s 
Conservatives took power. 

Without the corporate 
tax reductions brought in 
by Flaherty since 2006, the 
$ 160-billion cumulative 
budget deficit being run up 
by 2014 would be reduced 


by more than one-third — 
to about $100 billion. 

There have been ripples 
of concern on Bay Street 
that corporate tax breaks 
would offer a tempting tar¬ 
get for a deficit-burdened 
finance minister. In a re¬ 
search report last month, 
BMO Capital Markets ana¬ 
lysts noted that the Harper 
government has been re¬ 
ducing taxation of corpo¬ 
rate profits “with the objec¬ 
tive of improving produc¬ 
tivity and being globally 
competitive.”

Gates says Europe

Washington Europeans’ 
aversion to military force is 
limiting NATO’s ability to 
fight wars effectively, U.S.

The early successes of 
NATO in averting post- 
World War II eruptions of 
European conflict have led 
to a new set of concerns, 
Gates said.

NATO chief apologizes 

McChrystal goes on Afghan TV in attempt to regain trust 


The commander of U.S. 
and NATO forces went on 
Afghan national 
television yesterday to 
apologize for a deadly 
airstrike, an 

extraordinary attempt to 
regain Afghans' trust 
while a mass offensive 
continues against the Tal¬ 
iban in the south. 

In a video translated in¬ 
to the Afghan languages of 
Dari and Pashto, a stern 
Gen. Stanley McChrystal 
apologized for the strike 
in central Uruzgan 
province that Afghan offi¬ 
cials say killed at least 21 
people. The video was also 
posted on a NATO website. 

“I pledge to strengthen 
our efforts to regain your 
trust to build a brighter fu¬ 
ture for all Afghans,” Mc¬ 
Chrystal said in the video. 
“I have instituted a thor- 


Afghan civil¬ 
ians killed 
in Sunday’s 
airstrike. 

ough investigation to pre¬ 
vent this from happening 
again.” 

Sunday’s attack by NATO 
jets on a convoy of cars 
was the deadliest attack 
on civilians in six months 
and prompted a sharp re¬ 
buke from the Afghan gov¬ 
ernment. 

The civilian deaths oc¬ 
curred as 15,000 NATO, 
U.S. and Afghan soldiers 
were in their 10th day of 
fighting insurgents in the 
town of Marjah. A Roman¬ 
ian soldier was killed yes¬ 
terday and another was 
wounded in a bombing in 
southern Afghanistan un¬ 
related to the offensive, 


Romanian officials said. 

Two U.S. Marine battal¬ 
ions, accompanied by 
Afghan troops, pushing 
from the north and south 
of the insurgent strong¬ 
hold finally linked up after 
more than a week yester¬ 
day, creating a direct route 
across the town that al¬ 
lows convoys to supply 
ammunition and rein¬ 
forcements. 

Although the airstrike 
was not related to the Mar¬ 
jah offensive, civilian casu¬ 
alties undermine NATO's 
goal of turning back the 
Taliban and restoring the 
Afghan people’s confi¬ 
dence in their own govern¬ 
ment — one of the main 
objectives of the southern 
operation that hopes to 
rout the Taliban, set up a 
local government and rush

Where planes go to die: Now visible to all 


Arizona From far above it 
looks a bit like an impres¬ 
sionist painting — all dots, 
crosses and lines. But take a 
second look and it becomes 
a picture of thousands of re¬ 
tired aircraft. 

For the first time, Google 
Earth has released high-res¬ 
olution pictures of “The 
Boneyard” — the world’s 
largest militaiy aircraft 
cemeteiy adjacent to the 
Davis-Monthan U.S. Air 
Force Base in Tucson, Ari¬ 
zona. 

Officially it is called the 
309th Aerospace Mainte¬ 
nance and Regeneraton 
Group (AMARG) facility. It 
covers about 2600 acres and 
is home to 4,400 retired air¬ 
craft from all branches of 
the U.S. military, including

U.S. planes flown during the 
Second World War, and 13 
aerospace vehicles. 

It is here that planes such 
as the F-4 Phantom II, the F- 
16 Fighting Falcon, the F-14 
Tomcat come to end their 
lives. Also here are the B-52 
Cold War era bombers, re¬ 
tired in the 1990s, thanks to 
the SALT disarmament 
treaties between the U.S. 
and the Soviet Union. The 
airplane fleet here is valued 


at $35 billion US. The site 
has been called “The Bone- 
yard” because the folks at 
AMARG are responsible for 
reclaiming spare parts and 
the eventual disposal of 
spent airframes. It also re¬ 
furbishes many planes, re¬ 
turning them to flying sta¬ 
tus and preparing them to 
be transported overland. 

Established right after 
World War II, the storage fa¬ 
cility was originally used for 
B-29 and C-47 aircraft. Ac¬ 
cording to the 309 Aero¬ 
space Maintenance and Re¬ 
generation Group’s website, 
the Tucson site was chosen 
because of low rainfall, low 
humidity and alkaline soil 
making it easy to store air¬ 
craft indefinitely.

• Lufthansa pilots resumed work yesterday after suspending a 
strike over concerns that cheaper crews from the German carri¬ 
er's smaller airlines in other countries could replace them. 


With economic recovery 
barely there and talk of 
austerity spreading, many 
European workers are 
pushing back. 

French air traffic con¬ 
trollers walked off the job 
yesterday just as Lufthansa 
pilots ended a strike and 
British Airways cabin crews 
voted to launch one of their 
own. Greek unions pre¬ 
pared to shut down much 
of their country today with 
wide-ranging strikes. 

These workers — like 
those blockading the 
Athens stock market, and 
demonstrators angry at 
proposed delayed retire¬ 


ments in Spain — fear for 
their hard-earned comforts 
as European governments 
and companies tighten 
belts to stay solvent. 

The walkouts are the lat¬ 
est signs of a broader un¬ 
ease about jobs and bene¬ 
fits, and what the future 
holds for a continent strug¬ 
gling to stay competitive. 

From protesters who 
blocked the Athens stock 
market to labour unions 


angry at plans to require 
Spaniards to retire at 67 in¬ 
stead of 65, Europeans face 
the unsettling prospect of 
seeing some of the com¬ 
forts and benefits won 
over the decades slip away. 

Workers and unions say 
they are digging in to pro¬ 
tect the social safety net 
from fraying and to keep 
austerity measures from 
sapping consumer de¬ 
mand.

ther,” McDonald told The 
Associated Press. 

Woods still appears on¬ 
line among the “Gillette 
Champions,” but new com¬ 
mercials for a Gillette 
shaver and related prod¬ 
ucts feature baseball’s 
Derek Jeter and tennis’ 
Roger Federer, but not 
Woods. The three were in 
Gillette’s major advertising 
campaign last year. 

Asked if Woods will be in 
future advertising, McDon¬ 


ald replied: “I don’t know

P&G unit Gillette signed 
Woods to a contract in 
2007; Gillette officials de¬ 
cline to say its length and 
value. AT&T Inc. and Ac¬ 
centure dropped Woods 
completely in the weeks 
after the first revelations 
about his personal life. 
Gillette was among spon¬ 
sors that de-emphasized 
him in their marketing.

may own the podium, but 
Canada owns the stands. 
And the streets. 

As a charter member of 
the anvil chorus, I admit de¬ 
feat. We spent six billion 
bucks on the stupid 
Olympic Games. And to our 
surprise, we got a huge shot 
of grassroots national unity 
as a bonus. This city, this 
nation, will never be the 
same. 

With five days left, what 
can I say? Go Canada Go.

The Halifax Mooseheads 
are running out of things 
to play for, but Konrad 
Abeltshauser has plenty at 
stake. 

As the last-place Moose¬ 
heads crawl toward the 
QMJHL finish line, the 17- 
year-old German defence- 
man is working to prove 
his worth to scouts as a top 
prospect for June’s NHL 
draft. And he’s doing a fine 
job, logging more than 25 
minutes a game after 
bouncing back from some 
tough early-season in¬ 
juries. 

Abeltshauser and goal- 
tender Mathieu Corbeil are 
among the draft-eligible 
Mooseheads likely to be se¬ 
lected. Hard-nosed de¬ 
fenceman Sawyer Hannay 
is also in the mix. 

“Every player has some¬ 
thing to play for,” said 
Abeltshauser, whose 
Mooseheads host the 
Bathurst Titan tonight at 7 
p.m. “For Corbeil and me 
and the other 17-year-olds, 
it’s the NHL draft and we’ll 
try our best to reach that 
goal.” 

The six-foot-three, 198- 
pounder has even more at 
stake than most because 
injuries held him out of 20 
of the Mooseheads’ first 37 
games. After spending his 
entire career in Germany, 
the injuries led many 
scouts to question whether 
Abeltshauser could handle 
the rigours of the physical 
North American game. 

But Abeltshauser called 


all his injuries “unlucky.” 

On one, a teammate acci¬ 
dently hit him helmet-first 
in the face. On another, he 
broke his wrist when his 
arm got pinned awkwardly 
along the boards. And 
most recently, his skate 
got caught in a hole in the 
ice and he twisted his 


knee. 

“Every scout asks me, 
‘Can you play a tough 
game? The NHL is harder 
than it is here,”’ Abelt¬ 
shauser said. “But I’ve nev¬ 
er had injuries my whole 
life, it was just bad luck. 
I’m pretty sure I’ll play all 
of next season without any

Blunder proves 
costly for Dutch 
speedskating star 

coach If ever there was a 
blunder of Olympian 
proportions, this was it. 

Dutch star Sven Kramer 
lost the Olympic gold 
medal yesterday when 
coach Gerard Kemlcers sent 
him the wrong way on a 
changeover during the 25 
laps of the 10,000-metre 
speedskating race — a mis¬ 
take so elementary, it 
defies belief. 

“It is a disastrous error,” 
said Kemlcers, still in shock 
because his faulty instruc¬ 
tions had Kramer disquali¬ 
fied and moved Lee Seung- 
hoon of South Korea to 
gold from silver. 

Kramer had not lost a 
10,000 in three years, mak¬ 
ing him the prohibitive 
favourite to win — until 
the inexplicable happened. 

Every lap, a skater moves 
from the outside lane to 
the inside lane, or vice-ver¬ 
sa, for a changeover to 
make sure everybody 
skates the same distance. 

Kemlcers didn’t realize 
Kramer had already moved 
outside, and desperately 
pointed him inside with 
one finger while Kramer 
was making the right deci¬ 
sion to move to the outside 
lane. 

The years of trust 
between coach and skater 
convinced Kramer to 
change his mind and move 
inside. the associated press

-he intent of Own 
the Podium is to 
have Canadian 
athletes be com¬ 
petitive at the 
home Olympics.

Time left to invest before deadline 



If you haven’t saved enough cash to put into your RRSP but you 
have outside investments, you can move a portion of those into 
your RRSP accounts, financial experts suggest.

The March 1 RRSP contri¬ 
bution deadline is almost 
upon us, and if you’ve pro¬ 
crastinated this far, you’re 
probably sweating a bit. 

Not to fear, you still 
have a few options left to 
make sure your money 
makes it into your RRSP 
account to get you those 
valuable tax savings. 

David Solcolan, a finan¬ 
cial adviser with Edward 
Jones in Edmonton, says 
the most important thing 
at the last minute is to get 
your money into an RRSP 
account, ideally in cash so 
that you don’t buy any¬ 
thing you’re not ready for. 
Once the deadline passes, 
you can sit down with 
your adviser at a more op¬ 
portune time to plan out 
an investment strategy. 

“If you’re in a big hurry,

you can park your money 
in cash for now. All you 
have to do is put money in¬ 
to the RRSP account and a 
contribution slip is gener¬ 
ated,” he said. 

“Don’t go out and buy 
something that you don’t 
really understand because 
it’s easy to get into invest¬ 
ments but always harder 
to get out,” Sokolan said. 

Make sure to get a no¬ 
tice of assessment first so 
that you’ll know exactly 
how much room you have 
to contribute, as going 
over your limit can be 
painful. 

“If you over-contribute 
to your RRSP, it will cost 
you extensive time and 
money to sort it out,” 


Sokolan said. 

If you already have an 
RRSP account set up, you 
can do an online deposit of 
cash right into your RRSP 
account, a good option for 
people lost for time. 

If you haven’t saved 
enough cash to put into 
your RRSP but you have 
outside investments, 
Sokolan suggests you 
move a portion of those in¬ 
to your RRSP accounts and 
they will count as a contri¬ 
bution just as money 
would. 

Lastly, cashable GICs can 
be a good option if you 
don’t want your money 
just sitting around in the 
RRSP but don’t want to 
commit it too strongly — 


most are cashable in 30-60 
days and generate interest 
up to the date you cash 
them. 

Whatever you do, don’t 
expect miracles to happen 
at the last minute, says 
Tom Hamza, president of 
the Investor Education 
Fund. 

“It’s like exercise — if 
you think that at the last 
day of RRSP season you 
can go out and run a 
marathon, you’ll hurt 
yourself. It’s something 
you have to plan for,” 
Hamza said. 

Don’t dwell on past mis¬ 
takes too much — a new 
day is a new chance to get 
back on track with your 
goals. 

“Don’t look back, look 
forward. There’s no point 
in beating yourself up — 
but there is a point in act¬ 
ing, and we can all change 
what we do for the fu¬ 
ture,” Hamza said. 


TFSA a great tax tool: Experts 


The annual RRSP deadline 
also comes with lots of 
questions: Will you make a 
contribution? Will you put 
it in fixed income or equity 
investments? 

This year, you may need 
to ask yourself an addition¬ 
al question: Do you put 
your money in a Regis¬ 
tered Retirement Savings 
Plan or a Tax-Free Savings 
Plan? 

The answer will depend 
on how much money you 
make, as well as your per¬ 
sonal financial situation, 
and a host of other factors. 

But what financial plan¬ 
ning experts do agree on is 
this: The TFSA, as it’s 
known, can be a great tax 
planning tool that, for 
many Canadians, will be a 
key way to build wealth 
down the road. 

“I believe over the next 
20 years or so, you’re going 
to be looking at TFSA ac¬ 
counts that are well into 
the six figures, in other 
words over $100,000, just 
from people contributing 
every single year, plus the 
growth on that money,” 
said Jamie Golombek, man¬ 
aging director, tax and es¬ 
tate planning, for CIBC Pri¬ 
vate Wealth Management. 

“People should not be ig¬ 
noring TFSAs.” 

Financial planning ex¬ 
perts agree that if you are 


in a low-income bracket 
now — if you’re making 
less than $40,000 annually 
— it doesn’t make much 
sense to contribute to an 
RRSP because you won’t be 
saving much on taxes. 

As well, you could end 
up having some govern¬ 
ment benefits clawed back 
in retirement if you are 
withdrawing a large 
amount from your retire¬ 
ment nest egg. 

Keep in mind that the 
government prescribes 
how much can be with¬ 
drawn from the registered 
account, (by then you will 
have converted it to a RRIF, 
or Registered Retirement 
Income Fund) and those 
withdrawals are classified 
as income. 

Withdrawals from a TF¬ 
SA savings account, on the 
other hand, are not count¬ 
ed as income. 

For people in a lower in¬ 
come bracket, “starting a 
TFSA and consistently con¬ 
tributing $5,000 a year 
would be a great boon,” 
said Adam Salahudeen of 
Scotiabanlc. “Don’t be 
fooled into thinking that it 
doesn’t sound like very 
much.” 

For example, $5,000 a 
year invested annually 
with a six per cent rate of 
return and no withdrawals 
would grow to more than 


$550,000 over 35 years. 

“While today that $5,000 
contribution doesn’t seem 
like veiy much, in 20 years 
from now, that build-up of 
contribution room will be 
very powerful,” Salahu¬ 
deen said. 

If you are in a high-in- 
come tax bracket now and 
expect to be in a lower one 
in retirement, as most peo¬ 
ple would be, it’s a good 
idea to contribute to an 
RRSP first, then do your ad¬ 
ditional savings in a tax- 
free account. 

There are important 
ways to use these accounts 
together. For instance, if 
you are not earning much 
now, but expect your in¬ 
come to climb in the com¬ 
ing years, start saving in a 
TFSA and then pull it out 
to contribute to an RRSP. 

“Then you would get a 
tax deduction when you’re 
in a higher tax bracket and 
you would restore your TF¬ 
SA contribution room the 
following year because any 
withdrawals from a TFSA 
can automatically be re¬ 
contributed the following 
year,” Golombek said. 

Keep in mind that, un¬ 
like withdrawals from an 
RRSP, there are no taxes to 
be paid on a TFSA. You can 
take out as much as you 
like at any time for any

not accomplish my goals?’ 
You need to have long-term 
goals in mind and now is 
an opportunity to sit down 
and review them with an 
adviser,” Nardi said. 

Rosanna De Jong, man¬ 
ager of financial planning 
with RBC in Edmonton, 
says changing your mind¬ 
set is key — good financial 
planning is not as much 
about deadlines as it is 
about steady commitment. 
Your money starts working 
for you the moment you 
put it into your RRSP, so 
waiting until the yearly 
deadline actually means 
you lose out on up to a 
year of potential growth. 

“Don’t wait to con¬ 
tribute. Contributing early 
gives your savings more 
time to grow,” De Jong 
said. 

Nardi agrees, saying in 
an ideal world, you’d want 
to make your entire contri¬ 
bution for the coming year 
in March. While most peo¬ 
ple would be hard-pressed 
to make such a large con¬ 
tribution after just putting 
the previous year’s money 
into their RRSP, for people 
who missed the deadline 
March can be an enormous 
opportunity to get a head¬ 
start on growth. 

Regular, consistent con-

tributing can also go a lot 
further than scrambling to 
find money at the end of 
the year, so both Nardi and 
De Jong suggest setting up 
monthly contributions to 
your RRSP so you can 
spread the load over the 
course of the year. Having 
the money withdrawn au¬ 
tomatically will ensure you 
have enough at year’s end, 
and your money will start 
growing faster. 

RBC financial planner 
Mario Muzzo says you 
shouldn’t let short-term 
shifts in the market shy 
you away from long-term 
investing. Stick to your in¬ 
vestment plan and you’ll 
be able to weather 
changes. 

“Don’t be scared or de¬ 
terred from the markets or 
investments in general by 
what’s going on; look at 
your own situation, stay 
within your comfort zone 
and stick to your savings 
plan,” Muzzo said. 
“Chances are on your side 
that you’ll be successful 
more often than not.”

Rising electricity or heat¬ 
ing bills, unexpected home 
and car repairs, and other 
out-of-the blue expenses 
can be a financial shock to 
the system. Dipping into 
your RRSPs to cover these 
costs may be tempting, but 
it can be hazardous to your 
financial health. 

When you withdraw ear¬ 
ly from your RRSP, not on¬ 
ly do you pay tax on your 
withdrawal up front, but 
that amount is added to 
your taxable income for 
the year — which 
amounts to a higher 
bill at tax time. You 
also forfeit the years 
of tax-deferred po¬ 
tential growth that 
this money would 
have contributed to 
your retirement lifestyle. 

“Surprise expenses are a 
part of life, but you don’t 
have to risk your long-term 
savings to meet a short¬ 
term need,” said Murray 
Pituley, financial planning 
expert with Investors 
Group. Here are three ways 
to find extra money for 
spiking bills: 

1 Secure a line of credit. 

Based on your assets, 


such as the equity in your 
home, this can usually be 
obtained at a favourable in¬ 
terest rate. You can also 
arrange a revolving line of 
credit to cover overdrafts 
on your chequing account 
for those extra bills that 
arise from time to time. 

2 Set up a rainy-day fund 
before you need it.

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How to pick the right investments 



This RRSP season, will you 
choose an actively 
managed mutual fund, an 
index fund, or an 
exchange-traded fund? 

Canadians have had a 
love affair with mutual 
funds for more than a 
decade, but ETFs, as they’re 
known, are gaining ground 
with investors. 

With an equity mutual 
fund, a team of portfolio 
managers try to pick and 
choose winning stocks from 
all those in the market. 

Some use a momentum 
approach, buying stocks 
that are expected to appre¬ 
ciate the most in value. 
Some emphasize value, 
and others stick to big 
well-known dividend pay¬ 
ing companies. Ideally, 
these funds will chalk up 
higher returns when the 
market is going up, and 
protect investors from loss¬ 
es when the market is 
moving down. Of the three 
categories, these have the 
highest Management Ex¬ 
pense Ratio or MER. 

An index fund does away 
with trying to pick a win¬ 
ner. It replicates a stock 
market index such as the 


S&P/TSX Composite Index 
or the S&P or Dow Jones in 
the U.S. Investors can ex¬ 
pect their index fund to 
match the ups and down of 
the market. These tend to 
have cheaper MERs. 

An ETF is basically an in¬ 
dex fund that is bought 
and sold like a stock. Un¬ 
like mutual funds, which 
can only be bought and 
sold at end-of-day prices, 
you can buy or sell them at 
any point during the trad¬ 
ing day. These investments 
are the cheapest to own, 
with MERs that in many 
cases are just a fraction of 
those of actively managed 
mutual funds. 

In Canada, four compa¬ 
nies offer about 150 ETFs: 
Blaclcroclc Inc., Horizons, 
Claymore Investments 
Inc., and the Bank of Mon¬ 
treal. That compares to 
about 10,000 different mu¬ 
tual funds. 

By some estimates, ETF 
assets grew by about 30 
per cent in Canada over 
the past five years. There is 
now about $30 billion un¬ 
der management, but 
that’s still a tiny fraction of 
the $686 billion in mutual 


fund assets under manage¬ 
ment. 

Globally, there is about 
$1 trillion US in ETFs. 

Investors typically pay 
more attention to fees in a 
bear market, said long¬ 
time industry observer 
Dan Hallett. As well, few 
active managers were able 
to outperform during the 
latest market decline. 

It’s not surprising that 
compared to Canada’s fully 
mature mutual fund indus¬ 


try, ETFs are growing and 
attracting new investors at 
a much quicker pace. 

“Not eveiybody who is 
redeeming a mutual fund 
is making a beeline for an 
ETF, but certainly they’re 
taking some of that share. 
How much I think is a diffi¬ 
cult thing to quantify,” said 
Hallett, director, asset 
management, with High- 
view Financial Group. 

Industiy data shows that 
investors flocked to ETFs 


as stock markets were 
moving down in 2008, but 
also as they were moving 
higher in 2009, said 
Heather Pelant, managing 
director of iShares Canada, 
at BlaclcRoclc Asset Man¬ 
agement Canada Ltd. 
Ishares were the first ETFs 
in Canada and are still the 
most popular. 

“The last two years told a 
very powerful stoiy that 
ETFs shone in a bear market 
and a bull market. It’s solidi¬ 


fied that these are a new in¬ 
vestment vehicle that’s 
here to stay,” Pelant said. 

The vast majority of in¬ 
vestors still are not aware 
of ETFs or how to use them 
in a portfolio, said Rajiv 
Silgardo, head of ETFs at 
the Bank of Montreal. 

“We do need to make 
ETFs more accessible to 
the broad population of 
savers and investors in our 
market. The big issue right 
now is that all ETFs are list¬ 
ed and traded on stock ex¬ 
change, so if you want to 
get one you have to have a 
brokerage account. It’s not 
as simple as walking into a 
bank branch and saying, ‘I 
want an ETF; get me one of 
those,”’ Silgardo said. 

BMO has 22 ETFs with 
about $250 million in as¬ 
sets under management. 

Experts say there are still 
good reasons to choose an 
actively managed mutual 
fund or an index fund 
rather than an ETF. 

For instance, if you are 
investing on a monthly ba¬ 
sis, an index fund can rein¬ 
vest the distributions with 
no extra commission costs.

Toyota steps up for Tundra

“Here’s a big enough 
spot/’ I say to my wife as 
we head towards the gro¬ 
cery store parking lot’s 
back 40.

is every bit as brawny as its

When Lucie Richard 
contemplated a career as a 
food stylist, she worried 
she was lacking a critical 
personality trait. 

“I thought they were 
way too anal,” she admits. 
“They promised me they 


could make me an anal 
person and they were suc¬ 
cessful. I can spend a lot of 
time looking at five peas 
on a plate.” 

That fine eye for detail is 
important for the make-up 
artists of the food world. A 
former chef, Richard (lucie 
richard.ca) prepares food 
for photo shoots and keeps 
it looking hot, cold, juicy 
or tender, depending on 
the item. The freelancer 
works in editorial, adver¬ 
tising and packaging. 

“Basically, I’m being paid 
to play with my food, 
which I was reprimanded 
for as a child,” she jokes. 
“It’s a fun way to work 
with food and not be in a 
restaurant kitchen.” 

Most food stylists have a 
background in food, but 
there is little direct train¬ 
ing in North America. 
Tricks of the trade — like 


using tweezers and dental 
picks to shape food — are 
collected on the job. A 
deep knowledge of food is 
critical so that you know 
how a recipe will turn out 


before you start and how 
food behaves over time. 

When Richard is done, 
she hands over to food 
photographers like Yvonne 
Duivenvoorden. Duivenvo- 


orden (Broad daylight.ca) 
trained as a photographer 
at Holland College in P.E.I. 
and then Ryerson Universi¬ 
ty. She works in Toronto. 

“As soon as I discovered 
that people actually do this 
for a living, I was caught 
up,” she says of her prefer¬ 
ence for commercial pho¬ 
tography over fine art. She 
started working as a pho¬ 
tographer’s assistant and 
recommends such infor¬ 
mal apprenticing. 

“The irony of it is that I 
can’t cook a thing. I’m not 
even that interested in the 
flavour aspect of food. I see 


it very much as shapes and 
colours on a plate,” she 
says. “I see it as a still life.” 

That gives her a photog¬ 
rapher’s eye unbiased by a 
personal love of chocolate 
or hatred of liver. Like 
Richard, Duivenvoorden is 
quick to bust myths: 
Turkeys are not shellacked, 
mashed potatoes don’t pre¬ 
tend to be ice cream and 
food doesn’t sit under hot 
lights all day. At the end of 
a shoot, she says all of the 
dishes she photographs are 
edible, if a little tired, and 
she mostly relies on natu¬ 
ral light.

UNB STUDENT UNION 
CHALLENGES PROPOSED 
ANCILLARY FEES As part of the 
University of New Brunswick's 
budget process, departments 
have been encouraged to find 
ways to either cut costs or gen¬ 
erate new revenue. UNB's sci¬ 
ence faculty has proposed a 
$35 fee per lab and a $25 fee 
for first- and second-year math 
courses, which the student 
union president says will add 
$260 in expenses for the aver¬ 
age first-year science student. 
The student leader suggests 
fee increases might be UNB’s 
way to bypass a tuition freeze 
as it plans to trim nearly $3 mil¬ 
lion in expenses. 


FNUC REPORT RECOMMENDS 
SLIMMED-DOWN BOARD 
DEVOID OF FIRST NATIONS 
CHIEFS A long-awaited report 
on the First Nations University 
of Canada recommends a 
smaller board of governors 
comprised of elders and techni¬ 
cal experts, and without any 
First Nations chiefs. The school 
should be run by people with¬ 
out a conflict of interest, the re¬ 
port states, and the board 
would be volunteer, with mem¬ 
bers collecting only reimburse¬ 
ment for expenses. It is not 
clear what effect the report will 
have, as it was delayed by a 
month, during which time the 
Saskatchewan and federal gov¬ 


ernments cancelled grants to 
the institution, the FNUC board 
dissolved, and proposals 
emerged that could see the 
University of Regina controlling 
FNUC's finances. 

NAIT FACES LAYOFFS The North¬ 
ern Alberta Institute of Technol¬ 
ogy might have to make cuts to 
its apprenticeship programs and 
lay off staff in order to deal with 
a $io-million funding shortfall. 
NAIT could train as many as 
1,000 fewer apprentices in the 
next budget year, which could 
affect staff levels. In order to 
avoid job cuts NAIT may 
increase online learning and 
send trades instructors to teach 
abroad. metro news services

“Breck wanted the cra¬ 
zies to be completely over 
the top, to make them terri¬ 
fying. It’s a theatrical device 
and it makes the heroes 
dangerous situation seem 
that much more intense.” 


New Cash album released 6 years after death 


Johnny Cash’s voice comes 
in with a rumble, singing 
that there “ain’t no grave 
that can hold my body 
down.” A shuffling beat 
that sounds like heavy 
chains being carried back 
and forth accompanies 
him. 

It sounds both reassuring 
and, let’s be honest, a little 
creepy. 

He’s been dead for six 
years now. Even a voice that 
iconic can’t speak from the 
Great Beyond, can it? 

No, it’s what he left be¬ 
hind — the sixth and last of 
the American Recordings 
series he made with produc¬ 
er Rick Rubin. The disc, 
American VI: Ain’t No 
Grave was be released yes¬ 
terday. Cash’s 78th birthday 
would have been Friday. 

Like the series’ fifth disc, 
also released posthumously 
in 2006, it contains mostly 
recordings made by Cash in 
the last few months of his 
life. His way of working

through the grief over his 
wife June’s death, also in 
2003, was to work as much 
as his health permitted. 

“When we first went 
back and listened to the 
recordings after he had 
passed, it really just felt like 
this voice coming back 
from another place,” Rubin 
said. “It had all this weight 
and gravity to it. It was 


scary.” 

You can hear the good 
days and bad days in his 
voice. Sometimes it’s weak, 
as if Cash was struggling for 
his breath. Other times it’s 
stronger, more familiar to 
fans who have listened to 
him for decades. 

When he had finished the 
fourth disc of the series that 
gave him a professional re¬ 


birth, Cash thought the run 
was over. He was a little 
melancholic — until Rubin 
told him they should start 
the next one tomorrow. 

“His eyes lit up,” he said. 
“He really got excited. He 
didn’t know if he could do 
it, he didn’t know if any¬ 
body cared that he could do 
it. He felt like he’d given 
what he had to give. The 
possibility that there was 
more for him to give really 
excited him and from that 
moment on, he was really 
on.” 

The unadorned series of 
recordings were a late-in- 
life artistic revival for Cash, 
as he worked on songs ex¬ 
pected and unexpected — 
like the memorable cover of 


the Nine Inch Nails’ song 
Hurt. 

Along with the title cut, 
Ain’t No Grave, the songs 
Cash sings includes ones by 
Kris Kristofferson, Sheryl 
Crow, Tom Paxton and an 
original he wrote in his last 
three years.

Asian BBQ Beef 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 flank steak, trimmed 
1/2 cup orange juice 

2 tbsp soy sauce 
2 tsp sesame oil 

1 tbsp plus 1 tsp light 
brown sugar 
1 tsp ground ginger 
1/4 tsp red pepper flakes 

1 red pepper, slivered 

2 scallions, thinly sliced 

2 tbsp chopped fresh mint 
1/2 tsp salt 

227 mL can sliced water 
chestnuts, drained 
1 cup brown rice 

METHOD: 

1. Thinly slice flank steak 
across grain for 8 thin 
slices. 

2. Combine 1/4 cup orange 
juice, soy sauce, sesame 
oil, 1 tbsp brown sugar, 
ginger and 1/8 tsp red pep¬ 
per flakes in shallow bowl. 
Add beef slices, tossing to 
coat. Cover and refrigerate 
1 hour. 


3. Combine red pepper, 
scallions, mint and salt 
with remaining orange 
juice, 1 tsp brown sugar, 
and 1/8 tsp red pepper 
flakes. Add chestnuts, 
toss, and refrigerate until 
serving time. 

4. Cook brown rice. Fluff 
with fork. 

5 Preheat broiler. Lift meat 
from marinade and thread 
onto eight skewers. Place 
skewers on broiler pan 
and broil 4 in. (10 cm) 
from heat, brushing with 
marinade after 2 minutes. 
Turn skewers and broil 2 
minutes. Serve skewers on 
rice with water chestnut 
salad.
